Tomorrow last day to register to vote

Presidential politicking will 
shortly focus in on California’s 
June 6th primary and candidates 
will be flocking to the West 
Coast as national convention 
time draws near. The California 
and Oregon primaries are among 
the last to be held in the country 
and are always looked to as 
political plums by presidential 


candidates; Oregon for its 
‘*bandwagon” effect and 
California for its delegate 
strength. 

Though the Republican 


convention in August is not 
likely to hold any surprises as far 
as the Presidential nomination is 
concerned, by May California 


will become a major 
battle-ground for the 
Democratic nomination. But 


long before the politicians begin 
their trek through the State, 
bombard our sensibilities and 
demand our attention, the 
deadline for voter registration 
will have passed. 

April 13th, fifty-four days 
before the election is scheduled 
to take place, is the last day to 
register to vote in the June 
primary. A number of changes in 
the law have occurred since the 
last general election regarding 
residency and literacy 
requirements. Court challenges 
have eliminated altogether the 
previous requirements for 
literacy in English. At present a 
prospective voter need only be 
able to sign his or her name and 
be able to communicate with the 
deputy registrar in order to 
register. The one-year State and 
ninety-day County residency 
requirements have likewise been 
struck down by court decisions. 
The remaining fifty-four day 
requirement is presently being 
challenged but County Clerks 
think it unlikely that it will be 
thrown out before the June 
election is held. At present 
voters must be a resident of the 
County and State by April 13th 
to vote in the primary. 

As it now stands, you must 
register to vote by Thursday if: 
you will be 18 years old by June 
6th; you have moved or changed 


your name since the November 
1970 general election; you wish 
to change party affiliation; you 
did not vote in the November 


1970 election. It will be possible | 


to register until midnight 
Thursday at a number of 
community locations, including 
firehouses and campaign 
headquarters. For information 
call the Registrar’s office at 
454-5351 or the Republican or 
Democratic Central Committee 
offices. 

Sacramento County 
registration rolls are expected to 
take a substantial jump in the 
number of 18 to 21 year old 
voters due to the efforts of the 
local student group, Students for 
Political Action Now. SPAN was 
responsible for the campus 
registration and supplied the 
volunteers who registered almost 
a 1700 students _last 
weekend at Sacramento State. 
They will be continuing their 
efforts as the deadline 
approaches. 

A larger percentage of voters’ 
are registering without declaring 
any party affiliation and this is 
particularly true of younger 
voters. It should be pointed out, 
however, that in California you 
must be registered in a 
recognized party in order to vote 
in that party’s primary. If you 
do not choose to register with 
the Republican, Democratic, 
American Independent or Peace 
and Freedom parties, you will 
only be able to vote in 
non-partisan races such as 
County Supervisor and for the 
. ballot propositions. 

The Republican ballot will 
offer a choice between President 
Richard Nixon and_ Rep. 
Ashbrook, in addition to all 
other contested partisan offices. 
American Independent and 


Peace and Freedom parties will 


have a primary ballot with 
candidates for a number of 
offices, but not all. Democratic 
voters will have a choice for 


President between McGovern, 
Muskie, Chisholm, Lindsay, 
Humphrey, McCarthy, Yorty 


and Jackson. All are expected to 
campaign in the State, with the 
exception of Lindsay (who 
dropped out of the race too late

again, to draw music from those 
80 musicians, to play an 
80-piece instrument, the 
Sacramento Symphony. 

Harry Newstone leaned back 
quietly in his chair, his lionine 
head tilted to one side, ear 
cocked as if listening to the final 
scherzo in Schubert’s Unfinished 
Symphony. The piece must have 
ended in ovations, for he nodded 
and smiled before he spoke: 

“I was, at one time, an 
apprentice architect. But | left 
to play the harmonica in 
vaudeville.” He paused and smile 
again. 

“After five years on the 
road,...1 somehow developed a 
taste for classical music. So I 
began to study harmony and 
counterpoint.” 

Ardent study led to 
scholarships, then to a 
conducting diploma and 
eventually to the formation of 
his own orchestra. And of 
course, most local symphony 
followers know the next step in 
his career: Harry Newstone came 
to the capital city. 

Newstone, acclaimed 
world-over for his 
interpretations of 17th and 18th 
century music as well as his 
excellence in conducting most of 
Great Britain’s leading 
orchestras, answered 
Sacramento’s musical plea in 
1965 when Fritz Berens resigned 
as director and conductor of the 
Sacramento Symphony. 

To the Canadian-born 
conductor, Sacramento’s open 
position and musical scene 
offered an interesting 
opportunity. 

“Tt think all conductors like to 
feel that they have developed 
something almost with their own 
hands. Here I felt I could build 
something—I could have my own 
creation,” 

Having just completed his 
seventh year with the 
symphony, Newstone feels the 
orchestra has developed into 
something which Sacramento 
can be proud. 

“We play as difficult of music 
as any orchestra in the world,” 
he said leaning forwarc intently. 
“And at times we turn out 
performances as good as any 
orchestra you know.”

Newstone feels that the 
symphony had previously been 
hampered through a lack of 
funds and a lack of experience 
The symphony association, he 
Stated, still cannot afford to pay 
ifs musicians a living wage or to 
offer enticing wages to musicians 
from outside of Sacramento 

But, according to Newstone, 
the symphony no longer lacks 
experience. 

“What they needed was a 
conductor with sufficient 
experience to help them realize 
their potential.” Only = an 
experienced conductor can deal 
with a mass of human 
beings each with their own 
personality and tastes, abilities, 
and frustrations- and weld them 
into one composite instrument. 

“Our symphony is now such 
an instrument,” Newstone said 
proudly. In addition to his 
intensive musical efforts in 
Sacramento, Newstone also 
spends from May to September 
of every year in Europe and 
Canada conducting his own 
Haydn Orchestra in London and

Haydn's last 12 symphonies 
Newstone has devoted much of 
his career to the interpretation 
and performance of the “rare 
Haydn” symphonies. With his 
own Haydn Orchestra and with 
other orchestras, he has

continue 


conducted 80 of the 
symphonies, eventually hoping 
to conduct the remaining 27. 

Even though he is renowned 
for his 17th and 18th century 
musical interpretations, when 
planning the Sacramento 
programs, Newstone always 
includes modern symphonic 
pieces. (The symphony recently 
performed William Kraft’s 
“Concerto for 4 Percussion and 
Orchestra.”’) 

Newstone states that we owe 
today’s living composers the 
chance to hear their music 
played. Only then can a 
composer develop; only then can 
he discover “if what he wanted 
to achieve actually came off.” 

Of modern symphonic music, 
Newstone believes we must 
discern between quality music 
which “has a sense of movement 
in time, a sense of impetus” and 
“avant garbage” which, he says, 
takes music away from time and 
gives it only color or texture. 
According to the symphony 
directo:. modern music must 
have modern sounds, with 
interesting colors and textures to 
be successful. But the time 
element, the sense of movement, 
is ‘essential to make the piece of 
music tick.” 

Along with such beliefs, 
Newstone also feels that cach 
conductor brings with him his 
own sound. “I'd like to feel that 
| have achieved a blend of 
warmth, clarity and elegance of 
style,” he commented. And each 
symphony performance testifies 
to his achievement 

“Why am I so proud of our 
symphony?” he asked 
rhetorically “Because it’s 
destined to become a ‘top class’ 
orchestra. It will take time, 
patience, money —but most of all 
people who believe in what 
we're doing, people who believe 
in it for its own s2ke.”

KERS, for those of you who 
haven't heard, is SSC’s student 
radio station, broadcasting 
educational programs and music 
to the entire Sacramento area 

If you've yet to tune in, don’t 
let the word educational scare 


you away. Stuffy lecture-style 
programs have no place on 
KERS. The programs are 


primarily student-produced and 
future-oriented. The music, 
played by students, reflects 
youthful tastes and interests. 
KERS hides from most other 
activity centers on campus in its 
own cloistered studios above the 


Little Theatre. Although 
virtually windowless, KERS has 
somehow escaped from the 


baby-shit green walls and 
institutional fluorescent lights 
that make most campus offices 
and rooms appear in seemingly 
Folsom Prison style. 

The atmosphere between the 
concrete walls is actually comfy. 
Round wooden tables have been 
donated for the studio to create 
integral groupings of peopie for 
talk shows and for simply 
relaxing. Work is in progress to 
enclose the AP wire+ (a 
particularly noisy piece of 
equipment) in a soundproof to 


allow conversation to proceed 
on a rational basis. 
But far better than its 


atmosphere is the new format. 
For some time the station has 
been primarily student-oriented 
and has been isolated from the

interest of making KERS a 
viable alternative to commercial 
broadcasting many interest 
groups whose needs have been 
largely ignored by media will be 
receiving increased emphasis in 
the programming of the station. 
The first such interest group, of 
course, is the aware student who 
needs a source of information 
and entertainment that doesn’t 
assault his intelligence with 


non-selective advertising and 
mediocre trivia dressed up as 
news or public affairs. 


KERS is already airing 
educational programs concerning 
many special interest areas. 


KERS is the only Sacramento 
Station with genuine Black 
programming making up any 
substantial portion of its airtime. 
La Vos de Aztlan is the name of 
a Sunday morning bilingual 
Chicano program that is the 
prototype for a soon-to-be 
statewide Chicano media 
network. 

At three o’clock on Sundays 
the Arab students have a 
one-hour show emphasizing their 
cultural music and news of the 
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Arab-Israeli conflict that cannot 
ve found in conventional media. 
The Israelis have equal time at 6 
p.m. on Saturdays. One special 
interest group that has been 
unable to obtain 
non-antagonistic coverage from 
the other media in Sacramento is 
served now on KERS at 6:30 
p.m. Mondays. The program is 
the ““Gay Community News.” 
Women, who comprise 52% of 
the population of this country, 
usually receive the same 
treatment as minorities from the 
standard media. KERS is 
presently serving women with a 
rebroadcast of the SSC class,

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Heroin 


The New Epidemic

President Nixon has recently 
branded a hero of the 1890's as 


America’s “Public Enemy 
Number |". Heroin, called the 
“heroic” cure for morphine 


dependency, developed in 1898, 
was first claimed to be free of 
addictive properties, useful in 
the treatment of withdrawal 
from opium addiction. 

Medical literature of the 
period advocated the use of the 
drug and it was not until 1916 
that the medical profession 
began to realize that heroin was 


even more dangerous in 
addictive properties than the 
drugs it was designed to 
overcome. 


Myles J. Ambrose, head of the 
Justice Department’s Office for 
Drug Abuse Law Enforcement 
in an April, ‘72 copyrighted 
interview with U.S. News & 
World Report Inc., sets the 
estimated number of heroin 
addicts in the country at 
$60,000. Daniel Casriel, M.D. 
co-founder of Daytop Lodge, a 
half-way house for addicts 
established in New York, 1963 
states in his book, Daytop 
published last year, that the 
number of heroin addicts in the 
U.S. has already reached the 
million mark. 

Ambrose defines an addict as 
a person who has to use a dosage 
of heroin in order not to have a 


physiological withdrawal. Dr. 
Casriel maintains that the 
current cure rate for drug 
addiction is less than five 


percent ( a cure is represented 


by the individual who has 
overcome heroin dependency 
and is living a drug free 
existence). 





.Department of Commerce. 
published March, ‘72, covering 
only “ordinary crimes” such as 
burglary, robbery,’ shoplifting, 
bad checks, employee theft, has 
set the nation’s “crime price 
tag” at 16 billion dollars a year. 
Nationwide law enforcement 
officials estimate that between 
50 and 75 per cent of the 
‘*ordinary crimes”’ are 
committed by drug addicts 
maintaining their $60 to $80 a 
day habit, so the bill signed by 
president Nixon in mid-March 
‘72 authorizing one billion 
dollars, to be used over the next 
three years is an_ intensified 
campaign against drug abuse, is a 
“bargain price” if the campaign 
is successful. 
History of Opium 

Opium, the initial source of 
heroin, is derived from the 
poppy plant (papaver 
somniferum). The fragile flowers 
of red, white or purple thrive in 
a hot but fairly dry climate 


Each plant, which yields little 
juice, must be weeded often and 
is only grown profitable where 
there is abundant land and cheap 
labor. The crop is harbested in 
the spring of the year jsut before 
the plant ripens. The pods of 
each plant are slashed with a 
knife shortly after sundown, and 
the milky substance which oozes 
from the pod is dried overnight 
and scraped into a container the 
following morning. Raw opium, 
a gummy, browm mass has an 
odor similar to the smell of 
rotten potatoes. Ancient peoples 
prepared the opium for use by 
dissolving, boiling, roasting the 
substance, then allowing it to 
ferment for several months. 


As early as 2,000 BC the 
opium poppy was cultivated and 
used in religious rituals or for 
medicinal purposes in Asia 
Minor and the Eastern 
Mediterranean areas. Despite its 
early use opium was not rapidlu 
spread to other areas, but was 
confined to communities where 
the poppy was grown, and there 
seemed to be no concern with its 
effects or any awareness of its 
depencency-producing potential. 

It appeared in Egupt about 
1300 BC and its medical uses in 
GReece were systematized by 
400 BC, according to the works 
of Hippocrates. The Arabs were 
the early major traders of the 
drug and were responsibie for its 
diffusion throughout Asia and 
Africa, and are accredited with 
its introductionto China in the 
seventh century AD. By 1500 
AD India became an opium 
producing nation. Use of the 
drug was limited to religious and 
medicinal purposes, taken 
internally in pill form or mixed 
with wine and drunk as a liquid. 
Generally, the doses were small, 
the use was irregular. 

With the advent of 
commercial sea trade and the 
British East India Company, the 
drug began a heavy invasion of 
China in the early 1800's. 
Portuguese traders had already 
introduced tobacco smoking to 
the Chinese and opium was 
mixed with tobacco, ostensibly 
for folk medicinal use. As the 
proportion of opium to tobacco 
increased, drug use shifted from 
the medicinal aspect to opium 
smiking for euphoric effects—the 
social experience. By 1840 there 
were a million opium smikers in 
China, in the 1850’s many 
millions were using the opium 


pipe. 
Why Chine Not India? 

India and China were both 
countries of teeming millions 
where poverty, malnutrition and 
social disorganization prevailed. 
Why did China rather than India, 
where the drug was grown, 
become the first nation to feel 
the widespread effects of drug 
abuse? Sociologist Richard Blum 
and Associates point out in the 
book, Society and Drugs 
published in 1970, that the 
misuse of opium may have 
begun as a basic economic 
problem, India was the 
exporter- the seller; China was 
the importer—the user. 

The assessment of ill-effects 


ae 


of opium created controversy. 
Merchants and physicians argued 
that the drug was no more 
harmful than alcohol or tobacco. 
Testimony before the United 
STates, Phillippines Commission 
(Report to the Committee to 
Investigate the Use of Opium in 
the Far East) in 1905 cited 
opium use by the Chinese, 
especially the well-to-do person, 
was nondamaging as long as the 
user had enough money to be 
able to eat properly and 
maintain an adequate supply of 
the drug to stave off withdrawal. 
On the other hand, the 
wretchedly poor victims of the 
opium habit—with the choice 
between food and 
opium ~—became more 
undernourished and ill than ever. 
Attempts at Control 

Outraged by the spread of 
addiction in China, the viceroy 
of Canton seized a _ British 
shipload of opium and set it 
afire in 1839. The Opium War 
resulted and the Chinese 
suffered a humiliating defeat at 
the hands of the British. With 
the Treaty of Nanking, 1842, 
Hong Kong was ceded to GReat 
Britain and five “treaty ports” 
were »pened to foreign trade 
and residence. Concerned 
Chinese officials passed laws to 
control importation of the durg 
and measures to control its use, 
but they were no more effective 
than Prohibition was furing the 
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20’s in the United States. Even 
under the penalty of death to 
confirmed users, the Chinese 
resorted to home cultivation of 
the poppy on the Southern Hill 
Provinces. 

A German chemist, Frederich 
Serturner, isolated morphine in 
1903. Morphine, a white powder 
or crystal with a bitter taste, is 
the most abundant of the 25 
bases or alkaloids of which 
opium is composed, In 1853 the 
hypodermic needle was 
invented. At first morphine was 
widely believied to be the “sure 
cure” for the opium habit as it 
quickly relieved opium’s 
withdrawal symptoms. During 
the Crimean, American Civil and 
Franco-Prussian Wars 
(1854-1871) the wounded were 
given morphine by injection to 
ease their suffering. These 
wounded veterans soon became 
visibly havituated and morphine 
addiction became known as the 
“army disease”’. 

Opium Comes To America 

Chinese coolie labor was being 
imported to the Western United 
States to work on the railroads. 
They brought along their pipes 
and opium was introduces to 
San Francisco in 1851. The 
“Yellow Peril” with their odd 
ways and opium brought forth a 


deluge of articles in the 
American press, accounts of 
degenerate, drug sodden, 


sex-crazed criminals. As a result 


of these exposes, coupled with 
morphine addicted ex-soldiers, 
Americans from all walks of life, 
gamblers, miners, soldiers of 
fortune, prostitutes, middle-aged 
neurotic ladies, took to the pipe 


and needle. 

In the late 1890's the 
“heroic” drug came on the 
scene. Heroin is an artificial 


alkaloid produced by heating 
morphine with acetyl anhydride 
and appears as a white, odorless 
powder with a slightly bitter 
taste. Once again, the new drug 
was heralded as the cure for 
morphine and opium addiction. 
Easily administered, light to 
carry and much more powerful 
than opium or morphine, it gave 


instant relief for anyone 
suffering from withdrawal 
distress. 


The first marcotics act in 
America to suppress opium 
smoking was passed in 1875, in 
1909 the United States 
prohibited the importation of 
smoking opium. With the Hague 
Conference of 1912, 
international control of the 
opium trade had begun. With 
law came criminals: users who 
would not quit, drug merchants 
with a profitable trade. The drug 
market went underground and 
the narcotics world emerged. 

The Nature of Addiction 

The medical superiority of 
opium over other drugs lies 
chiefly in the analgesic action, 
the relieving of pain, Morphine 
so depresses the activity of the 
central nervous system that the 
sensation of pain is not 
registered in the sensory center 
Of the cortex and the person 
using the drug is_ rendered 
insensitive to pain of any kind, 
mental or physical. The part of 
the brain most readily affected 
by opiated is the seat of the 
power of critical self 
consciousness, judgment and 
reasoning thus making the user 


insensitive to emotional 
conflicts, failures, 
disappointments, _ guilt and 


shame. The person under the 
influence of opiates is enjoying a 
“moral holiday”’. 

According to Narcotics USA, 
1952, edited by Paul B. WEston, 
authored by nine experts in the 
fields of law enforcement and 
medicine, there are two siages of 
drug use. The initial stage 
follows the period of first drug 
usage when the experimenter 
becomes a “potential” addict. 
The second stage is addiction, 
the user is “hooked”. The 
personality, emotional pattern 
of the individual leads to the 
initial use of illegal drugs in the 
first place. Then the continued 
use of drugs with addicting 
properties, plus the personality, 
emotional pattern of the user—in 
an unknown ratio—spells out 
true addiction. True addiction 
takes place when the “potential” 
addict has used the drug to such 
an estent—that period of time 
can be as short as a week —that 
he cannot function normally 
without a “fix” to prevent the 
agony of withdrawal. 

The Addict 

The typical, street addict is 
not capable of doing a day’s 
work. He or she spends the time 
getting money to buy the drug, 
administering it, waiting for the 
effects to wear off and then 
plotting how to get the nest 
"ar. 

There are some addicts who 
do continue to maintain their 
means of livelihood, who can 
confine their dosage to a 
minimum quantity. These users 
are termed “stabilized addicts” 
by the authors of Narcotics 
USA. They are _ productive 
members of society who bear 
none of the stigma of criminal 
addiction, comprised of member 














of the medical and 
pharmaceutical profession or 
persons of means who can 


maintain a drug habit for years 
without detection (morphine is a 
legally prescribed narcotic). 

There are also a_ few 
“accidental addicts’. Those who 
became addicted while under the 
care of a physician. The cure 
rate is high for those individuals 
with a stable personality and the 
will to overcome the habit, who 
admit to themselves that they 
have an addiction problem. The 
unstable, emotional 
personalities, if they remain 
uncured, will join the “stabilized 
group if they have the means 
and a physician who will 
continue prescribing the drug, or 
they will be absorbed with the 
vast majority of “unstahilized”’ 
addicts dependent on _ the 
narcotics underworld for their 
supply of illegal drugs, primarily 
heroin. 

Pleasurable Effects 

Bingham Dai, eminent 

sociologist of the 1930s, 


extensively studied and wrote 
about the habits of opium users 





in the city of Chicago. He points 
out a signigicant factor in the 
widespread «ppeal of opium and 
its derivatives. The user 
experiences a preliminary stage 
of “pleasurable excitement” 
called a “rush” by modern 
addicts. It is explained by an 
increase in perspiration and its 
accompanying feeling of warmth 
throughout the body, leading to 
ultimate depression, but at the 
moment it is felt by the body as 
“true stimulation”. Dai writes, 
“It may be pointed out that 
there seems to be a great deal of 
Similzrity between this form of 
attificially induced pleasurable 
sensation and natural orgasm 
following the excitement of the 
sex organ, and it seems 
understandable how this form of 
self-indulgence might be 
continuously resorted to be 
certain individuals either as a 
substitute for normal coitus or 
as a release of nervous tension.” 
However, this “rush” of pleasure 
is no longer attained once the 
user becomes an addict. The 
only affect of the drug, from 
then on, is to restore the body 
to a state of normalcy, free from 
the effects of withdrawal, with 
sexual desires at a sub-minimal 
level. 

A number of heroin addicts 
will repeatedly endure the 
withdrawal stage in a deliberate 
attempt to recapture the initial 
pleasurable effects of the drug. 

Withdrawai 

Thomas DeQuincey, English 
essayist and social critic of the 
1800s, describes his ordeal of 
freeing himse!f of the opium 
habit, “unwinding the accursed 
chain’’, in his Confessions of an 
English Opium Eater. Some 50 
years ago two addicts relate the 
horrors of withdrawal. “I was 
sobbing and rolling on the flodr. 
My bones felt as if they were 
breaking.” The other said, “The 
thirst was terrible. I vomited 
with a violence that doubled me 
up. A little later things became 


unbearable. I begged to be 
killed.” 


“Cold Turkey”, withdrawal 
without the aid of other drugs 
remains the same as 100 years 
ago. The threshold of pain varies 
from cone individual to another 
but in general the sumptoms are 
identical for all addicts. Soon 
after the withdrawal begins the 
individual becomes restless. He 


can’t remain still. Vision is 
disturbed. Hearing becomes 
diminished, concentration on 


anything is impossible. The eyes 
and nose begin to run. At this 
stage the addict will do anything 
to get his drug, for he is totally 
aware that one little “fix” will 
ease his pain.

As withdrawal continues the 


patient becomes more 
violent—yelling and 
screaming—convulsions may 
occur followed by _ severe 


abdominal cramps, nausea and 
vomiting. He may fall into a 
fitful sleep to be awakened with 
severs chills and fever. The “all 
over” cramps make rest 
impossible, every nerve in the 
body is screaming for relief and 
the patient is soaked in sweat, 
on the verge of complete 
exhaustion. The acute phase is 
over in 72 hours, but it may take 
weeks before the patient is over 
the physical and psychological 
effects of withdrawal 

Gradual withdrawal with 
diminishing doses of the drug as 
a method of curing addiction has 
been abandoned as it has been 
determined that the patient 





suffers just as much over a 
longer period of time. 
Methadone 

The most recent cure for 
heroin addiction is with the aid 
of methadone, a synthetic, also 
addicting, narcotic. Methadone 
clinics have been established 
throughout the country where 
adcucts are given a daily dose of 
the drug to enable them to 
remain in a “normal” condition. 
These clinics and the drug are 
now under fire from the law 
enforcement and medical 
professions. 

Dr. Daniel Casriel is one of 
the opponents of the methadone 
program. He writes, “As a 
scientist and a doctor, I can 
accept any program that has a 
research design and is limited in 
its scope, but I am_ utterly 
opposed to the indiscriminate 
use of methadone as a major 
treatment for drug addiction. 
Whatever the merits may be of 
‘getting the addict off the 
street’, I don’t see how we, as 
physicians, in all good 
conscience, can prescribe 
medication which is _ not 
curative, which in itself is 
permanently addicting.” 

This Year's Crop 

While the pros and cons of 
“Project Methadone” are being 
debated in the United States, 


this year’s crop of opium has 
just been harvested in Asia. 
50% of the current 


About 
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world supply of opium is grown 
in the “Golden Triangie” of Asia 
on the borders of Laos, Burma 
and Thailand. The poppy is 
cultivated by the local peasantry 
under the control of the Chinese 
**Mafia’’, some 50,000 
unconquered remnants of 
Chiang-KaiShek’s Nationalist 
Chinese Army, commanded by a 
mysterious General Chu. This 
shadowy army has virtyally 
established a military 
dictatorship in these. border 
highlands and is the 
organizational force that 
oversees the harvesting of the 
huge opium crop. 

The peasants, dependent on 
opivra as their only cash crop, 
sell the 40 to 60 pounds of raw 
opium, per family, to the 
Chinese traders for $20 to $40 a 
kilo (2.2 pounds.) The opium 
travels down from the highlands 
on pack trains to the vast 
waterways of the lowlands, then 
ferried to merchant ships 
destined for British Hong Kong 
where it is processed into 
morphine and heroin, Here the 
value of the drug begins to 
skyrocket on the illegal market. 

Turkish grown opium is 


smuggled across Europe and 
processed in laboratories in 
Marseille, France. Recently 


French customs agents seized 
the largest haul of heroin in

The slapping of hyoshigi sticks accompany t ne 
opening of the stage curtain. A priest can be seen 
sitting under a temple gate, as a woodcutter walks 
down an elevated passageway from the back of the 
theater to the stage. This is the beginning of SSC’s 
production of “‘Kashomon.” Directed by Dr 
Andre T. Tsai, “‘“Rashomon,” is performed in 
varying degrees of kabuki-—from realistic to highly 
stylized. Bits of comedy, philosophy, and 
melodrama are also woven into the play. 

“Rashomon” consists of four defferent 
segments in which four versions of a crime are told 
be the people involved, A bandit, Tojamaru, stops 
a samuri and his wife who are traveling through 
the forest. This meeting leaves the samuri dead, and 
Tojamaru arrested for the murder. The 
woodcutter, who found the body, after hearing 
three other versions finally admits he saw the 
whole thing and submits yet another version to the 
priest and the wigmaker. lhe problem, is in 
deciding who is really telling the truth. 

The priest, wigmaker and woodcutter use a 
realistic style of acting called “sewamono.”’ The 
samuri, his wife and the bandit, use a more 
stylized method of acting, called “jidaimono,” 
which utilizes poses and choreographed 
movements. 

In the four segments of the play ten different 
actors play the three main characters. Jim 
Dalesandro excellently portrayed the bandit as a 
proud, slightly over-confident man. Shirley Bibiles, 
as the medium, did a forceful dance 
choreographed by Kan-Oh Sanjo. Paul Williams, as 
the wigmaker, seemed right at home as a man who 
saw the imperfections of human beings. Ed Stuart 
played the philosophical priest who saw only the 
good side of men.

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The woodcutter’s version of the murder, seemed 
like it was cut out of a completely different story. 
The transition from the previously serious mood 
to comedy was sharp and caught the audience 
completely off guard. But the scene was done so 
well that it was easy to overlook this break in the 
continuity. 

Clista Towne effectively portrayed the worst 
side of the wife. After being picked to pieces by 
the wife, both the samuri (Peter Fong) and the 
bandit (Jim Dalesandro) reluctantly have a sword 
fight, hoping to salvage a little of their honor. The 
actors’ facial expressions and body movements 
were so expressive that at times dialogue seemed 
unnecessary. 

If this play is your first exposure to kabuki 
theater, it might be helpful to read up on some of 
the more common kabuki techniques, in order to 
realize what could be considered possible mistakes 
in production. For example, the black-robed 
figures that are constantly running on and off the 
stage helping the actors in various tasks, are to be 
considered invisible and not part of the play. 
Wooden sticks are pounded together to draw 
attention to certain movements or lines of 
dialogue. Also in kabuki theater, the scenery is 
often changed by the actors without dimming the 
lights or closing the curtain. 

The elaborate scenery was designed by Larry 
Shumate. The Uamata  Gerkin (Japanese 
Community Theater) lent some of the exotic 
costumes to the Drama Department the the other 
costumes were designed by Shirley O’Donnell. The 
combination of the elegant costumes, the actual 
story, the varied acting styles and the ‘kabuki 
techniques, make “Rashomon” as exciting to 
watch as it is to hear. Performances will continue 
April 13-15, at 8:30 p.m. in the Little Theater.

However, since KERS is 
student-operated, it is prey to a 
number of problems related to 
volunteer labor and to students 
in general. However, its 
hard-core of dedicated, almost 
martyristic, staff members 
carries it through vacations and 
other crises periods. 

KERS started out the spring 
semester with an influx of over 
150 students, and only one, half 
time facuity advisor. Needless to 
say, the limited facilities at 


KERS cannot handle this 
overload. As a result, many 
students are taking the

lecture class without a fair 
opportunity for lab practice 
producing programming 


material. Since KERS is on the 


. air 24 hours a day, six days a 


week, air time averages just over 
3ix hours apiece for the large air 
staff of 25. 

As an 
station, KERS staff devotes 
much time and effort in 
Planning programs. The average 
half hour program takes between 
two and four hours to prepare 
for airplay—and this doesn’t 
include time spent on research 
work. 

News reporting on KERS 
involves the largest staff of any 
other department delivering the 
news three times daily. It

Washingion, D.C.—Five 
months ago the United States 
Senate voted to defeat a Dill 
ntroduced by Alaska Senator 
Mike Grave!. The Gravel bill was 
designed cut off military 


appropriations for Indochina. It 
would have stopped the air war 
now being waged over Vietnam, 
Laos and Cambodia. 

Two Democratic contenders 
for the presidential nomination, 
Senators Muskie and Humphrey, 
voted against the Gravel 
measure. 

The defeat of the Gravel bill 
didn’t receive much attention 
from the press. “It wasn’t ‘news’ 
at the time,” explains Steve 
Cohen, a staffer at Project Air 


War, a Washington-based group 
which has extensively researched 


U.S. involvement in Indochina. 


“Most people thought the war 


was coming to an end, a few 
months ago,” he says. 
troops were coming home. And 
not many people knew

The escalation of the bombing 
became more of an issue two 
months later. “The 8-day 
bombing raid in December,” 
says Cohen, “made the public 
aware, to some extent, that the 
war wasn’t winding down even 
though the troops were coming 
home.” 


In fact, the majority of the 
bombs dropped during the war 
(3.2 million tons since 1969), 
according to the Defense 
Department, “have been 
dropped since 1969.” President 
Nixon began “‘de-escalating”’ the 
war in 1969 to make good on his 
campaign pledge to get us out of 
the Vietnamese quagmire. In 
December °7!1, however, 61,000 
tons were dropped on 
Indochina. which represents 
more than 2% Hiroshimas a 
month. 

Two months after voting 
against the Gravel bill—on the 





heels of the step-up ‘in 


December—Humphrey 
proclaimed his belated 


opposition to the escalation of 
the bombing. Muskie, on the 
other hand, waited for a more 
opportune moment. Reacting to 
President Nixon’s disciosure of 
secret peace feelers to North 
Vietnam, the Maine Senator 
rebuked the President's efforts 
stating that more effective 
measures must be taken to end 
the war. 

“Ed Muskie,” says one highly 
placed Washington source, “‘is 
being pushed to the left in 
search of issues. He voted against 
the Gravel bill, but now he’s 
reversed his position. He has no 
choice really. Nixon’s language 






as “pacification, protective 
reaction strike, and limited 
duration protective reaction 
strike” has neutralized the harsh 
realities of the war. 

“Now,” says the official, 
“evidence is being discovered 
which will make the war a viable 
issue. That’s just what Muskie 
needs!” 


Feeling the beginnings of a 
possible groundswell of public 
dismay concerning the bombing 
issue, the perceptive legislators 
have introduced two new bills in 
Congress. The House has before 
it a bill which would stop the air 
war. It has 30 co-sponsors. 


which utilizes such vague terms

In the Senate, a bill stronger 
than Senator Gravel’s has been 
introduced. One of its 
co-sponsors, is Senator Edmund 
Muskie, who only five months 
ago voted against a similar bill. 

“It’s typical of Washington,” 
says a representative from a 
Washington peace group. “No 
wonder so many people in this 
country are becoming 
increasingly skeptical of our 
political system.” 

When Senator Muskie was on 
the campaign trail in Madison, 
Wisconsin, he asked a hostile 
crowd to let him explain why he 
had come. 

“I came here,” he began. 

“To get votes!’’ screamed an 
observant student.

to the services of the Graduate 


Job Placement Center, third 
floor of the Science Building. 
Mr. Black, the director of the 
program for the past 16 years 
believes the purpose of the 
center is to “help the students to 
help themselves in evaluating the 
job opportunities available. We 
don’t want the graduate student 
to take the first job which comes 
along, and get locked into a 
career that he later realized he 
doesn’t want.” 

To prevent this the services of 
the Center include a library 
listing of 2,000 potential 
employers, plus an additional list 
of government jobs. The list 
includes jobs throughout the 
U.S. and Overseas. In fact, the 
Center recently expanded to 


include an “International 
Placement,” and in the fall this 
Program will be further 
developed. 


If the Center doesn’t have a 
type of job listed, they'll help 
you to find it. After all, Mr. 
Black asserted, “jobs can be 
found in all fields, even though 


some fields are more competitive 
than others.” Of the jobs 
chosen, it’s estimated that a 
little more than one-half of the 
graduate students obtain jobs in 
the Sacramento area. 

Mr. Black has expanded his 
department with the created of a 
new program, “New Life 
Styles,” called so because the 
vocation a student chooses often 
determines his life style. 
Sacramento State was the first 
college in California which listed 
this new type of “social 
changing” job. Such jobs usually 
deal with the humanitarian 
aspect of improving society. 


SPOT JOBS 


fhe Graduate Job Placement 
Center is not to be confused 
with the regular Job Placement 
located in the Temporaries, near 
the Financial Aid. Jobs there are 
part-time, seasonal, and don’t 
require a degree. Such jobs are 
primarily “spot jobs”’ which are 


available to help the student to 
obtain his degree. 

Recently, the Graduate Job 
Placement Center and _ the 
regular Job Placement were 
separated, which Black considers 
an unfortunate move on the part 
of our new Dean of Students. 
Unfortunate, because, “the two 
are so Closely related, and a main 
headquarter housing both would 
be of greater access to the 
students.” After ll, Black 
should know, he has been 
director of the program for 16 
years. In fact, he says he’s 
beginning to feel like a 
“fixture,” but that the job grows 
“more interesting each year.” 

The Graduate Job Placement 
Center strives to get the student 
to start thinking about what 
career he wants to pursue at the 
beginning of his junior year. The 
graduate student should come to 
the Center early enough to have 
an adequate opportunity with 
available jobs. “This,” says 
Black, “is the Center's main 
concern.” Such concern is worth 
checking out.

The Busing Issue

The base which supports our (Blacks) rights in 
the United States rests upon a cesspool. We may 
wake up One morning and find we are rapidly 
sinking into a hole of shit 

President Nixon's call for a moratorium on 
busing is an omen which no Black should fail to 
recognize 

The issue is not “ether busing is good or bad 
The issue is that the President is setting the stage 
to begin restoration of post-Reconstruction 
conditions 

If you remember, Andrew Johnson made a deal 
with the defeated South 

To win the presidential election he needed the 
Southern support 

In exchange for this support, he promised to 
pull the Federal Troops, which were stationed in 
the South to protect the ex-slave from his 
ex-master, out of the South and let the white 
Southerners restore and preserve what they could 
of their customary way of life 

As a result, Blacks were plunged back into slave 
Status. 

The small gains they had made between 
post-Civil War and post-Reconstruction crumbled. 

The Civil Rights Act of 1875, equality in public 
accommodations, was declared unconstitutional 
by the Supreme Court 

The Black Codes statutes nuilified the few 
limited concessions made toward Black equality. 

The Ku Klux Klan intimidated and terrorized 
blacks to keep them from demanding their human 
right. This was indved a reign of terror 

Today we Biacks look back upon this period in 
history and tell ourselves we have come a long 
way that much progress has been made. But let us 
not be deceived. We are in a very precarious 
situation. 

When three percent of the nations children are 
bused because some believe this will achieve 
quality education and this busing becomes such a 
divisive issue that it is described as “one of the 
most difficult issues of our time” —the Black man’s 
position inthis country becomes crystal clear. 

Nixon says busing is a bad means to a good end. 
I am forced to conclude that in America anything 
which begins to get at the root of racial problems 
is a bad means to a good end, and that you can 
always depend upon every good red-blooded 
American to denounce any meaningful solution es 
being unfair, impractical and refuse to support it 

In 1954 the Supreme Court declared “separate 
but equal” education unconstitutional 

Eighteen years later the President of the United 
States declares we must remain strong in our 
commitment to find acceptable alternatives to 
equal educational opportunity in America 

Recently Vice-President Agnew said he and th 
President were more concerned with enforcing law 
and order than having to agonize over the root 
cause of the problem (disorder) 

I couldn't help but shudder 
what he meant

Alan Watts, a former religious 
counselor and Episcopal 
chaplain at Northwest University 
(1944-50), has been praised in 
the foreword of his own book, 
The Jouous Cosmology (1962), 
by Dr. Timothy Leary who 
wrote, “Alan Watts is one of the 
great reporters of our times. He 
has an intuitive sensitivity for 
news, for the crucial issues and 
events of the century. And he 
has along with this the verbal 
equipment of a poetic 
philosopher to teach and inform 
Here he has given us perhaps the 
best statement on the subject of 
Space age mysticism, more 
daring than the two classic 
works of Aldous Huxley because 


Watts follows Mr. Juxley’s lead 
and pushes beyond. The 
recognition of the love aspects 
of the mystical experience and 
the implications for new forms 
of social communication are 
equally important.” 

Alan Watts will speak in the 
Men’s Gym at Sacramento State 
on Thursday, April 13, at 11:30 
a.m. Is he really, as some “Jesus 
freaks’”” would label him, “the 
false prophet of the psychedelic 
era?” This column is perhaps not 
an adequate place to discuss 
such an absurd question. But 
whatever can be said about Alan 
Watts, it is quite certain that he 
is one of the most respected 
scholars and philosophers 
extant. He has published no less 
than 20 books, including The 
Wisdom of Insecurity; The Way 


of Zen; Nature; Man and 
Woman; This is It, 


Psychotherapy East and West; 
Beyond Theology; The Book 
(On the Tabvo Against Knowing 
Who You Are) and Does It 


Matter. He has a Master’s Degree 
in Theology and a Doctorate of 


Divinity.

Wittenbrock prospered. 


To provide ample room for 
his seven children, Wittenbrock 
built a beautiful home located 
on hwat is now 1800 J Street. 
As his six daughters married, he 
also built homes for them—none, 
however, which matched his first 
in size or uniqueness. After 
Wittenbrock and his wife died, 
one daughter Kate, took over 
the J Street home with her 
husband, Henry  Kleinsorge 
Their two sons, one now a 
Doctor of Economics at the 
University of Oregon, the other, 


a prominent doctor in 
Sacramento for many years, now 
a Carmel resident, were the last 
of the < Mttenbrock line to 
occupy the home 

The house has since been 
rented to a variety of occupants, 
including families, smal! business 
flops, and “hippie communes.” 
Needless to say, over the years, 
the magnificent home . of 
Rudolph Wittenbrock 
deteriorated. This is the way 
John O. Bradfute found it: tired 
and hungry.

history at the French seaport. 
The cache, 937 pounds of pur 
heroin—425 kilos— destined for 
the United States, was 
reportedly valued at over 100 
million dollars on the illegal 
market. Importers pay from 
$10,000 to $20,000 for a kilo of 
pure heroin. By the time the 
drug is cut and diluted up to 10 
times, US addicts will pay about 
$250,000 a kilo. 

The “street” addict is not 
only in constant danger from the 
law, but from the source that 
supplies the drug for “street 
sales.” Accidental death, by 
overdose, is attributed to the 
quality not the quantity of the 
drug. Poisonous substances are 
often used to dilute the drug, 
and drug overdose will occur 
when the user gets a particularly 
high grade of the pure drug, 
often unknowingly, and 
administers it at his accustomed 
dosage. 

All-American Problem 

Once confined to the ghetto 
areas of major cities and used by 
minority members of American 
society, Blacks, Puerto Ricans, 
Mexican-Americans, heroin is 
being overwhelmingly accepted 
by the white middle class 
society. The Los Angeles Free 
Press, an underground news 
sheet, has some comments to

scene in the December 31st, °71 
edition of the paper. “Naturally 
heroin has had a few old 
strongholds—like New York 
City, L.A.’s East Side and 
poverty areas of most large 
cities. Recently, however, there 
has been a major drive to push 
“smack” (heroin) to the 
unsuspecting middle class public 
which have been the hardest hit 
scare victims of the old scare 
propaganda regarding drugs. If, 
after all, marijuana didn’t turn 
people into raving maniacs, why 
should they believe that heroin 
is all that addicting?
